To  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  the  Fylde  Rural 
District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  again  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  the  Report 
as  to  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Fylde  Rural  District  during  the 
year  1904. 

The  area  of  the  district  dealt  with  in  this  Report  according 
to  the  Census  return  is  38,768  acres,  and  the  population  distributed 
over  it  is  estimated  at  10,625  persons,  an  increase  of  146  on  last 
year’s  figures,  the  addition  being  the  excess  of  births  registered  in 
the  district  over  the  deaths  during  the  year  1904. 

SECTION  I. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  1904  there  have  been  20  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified,  a decrease  of  52  in  number  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  This  number  consists  of  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
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two  of  Typhoid  Fever,  two  of  Diphtheria,  and  one  each  of  Mem- 
branous Croup,  Erysipelas,  and  Small-pox. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirteen  cases  in  number,  a considerable 
decrease  on  the  two  previous  years — 1903  with  25  cases,  and  1902 
with  76  cases.  Of  the  13  cases,  seven  occurred  in  Kirkham,  three 
in  Fleetwood,  and  three  in  Blackpool  sub-districts.  Eight  of  them 
were  treated  in  Hospital,  the  remainder  at  home.  Of  the  13  cases 
one  proved  fatal,  the  case  from  Els  wick  dying  in  Hospital.  The 
cases  were  derived  from  the  following  districts  : — Wrea  Green  2, 
Wesham  4,  Freckleton  1,  Elswick  1,  Little  Eccleston  2,  Hardhorii 
1,  Marton  2. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Of  this  disease  two  cases  were  notified, 
one  at  Marton  and  one  at  Freckleton  ; the  latter  terminating  fatally 
at  the  Hospital.  This  case  was  due  to  a bad  water  supply  at  the 
child’s  home.  The  Marton  case  was  of  a very  slight  description, 
and  no  cause  for  its  occurrence  could  be  detected. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases  notified  ; a considerable  difference 
to  the  number  in  1903,  viz.,  28.  The  diminution  in  the  number  of 
cases  was  doubtless  due  to  the  dry  and  healthy  summer.  These 
cases  occurred  one  each  in  Carleton  and  Freckleton  respectively ; 
one  was  treated  at  home  and  the  other  in  Hospital,  and  I am  glad 
to  say  both  progressed  favourably.  The  origin  of  both  cases  was 
due  to  defective  drainage,  as  shown  by  drain  testing. 

Membranous  Croup. — One  case  occurred  in  Freckleton, 
also  due  to  defective  drainage,  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  termin- 
ated fatally. 

Small-pox. — One  case.  This  appeared  in  Freckleton,  and 
was  removed  to  Elswick  Hospital.  The  origin  of  this  case  was 
traced  to  the  patient  coming  in  contact  with  another  case  of  this 
disease  in  a Dispensary  in  Preston.  The  whole  family  were  re- 
vaccinated and  all  precautions  taken  to  avoid  the  spread  of  the 
disease,  happily,  with  a successful  result,  as  although  no  advantage 
was  taken  by  the  public  of  the  offer  of  re-vaccination,  no  fresh  cases 
occurred. 
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INFECTIOUS  HOSPITALS, 

Two  in  number  : one  at  Moss  Side,  the  Fylde  Joint  Isolation  Hos- 
pital ; the  other  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Elswick, 

The  Moss  Side  Infectious  Hospital. — The  number  of 
infectious  cases  admitted  from  the  Fylde  Rural  District  was  12  in 
all.  The  districts  from  which  they  were  admitted  and  the  diseases 
from  which  they  were  suffering  were  as  follows  : — Scarlet  Fever  : 
Hardhorn  1 case,  Marton  3,  Wesham  4,  Elswick  1 ; Freckleton, 
1 case  of  Typhoid  and  1 of  Membranous  Croup ; Carleton,  1 case 
of  Diphtheria. 

The  three  cases  ending  fatally  were  1 of  Membranous  Croup 
and  1 of  Typhoid,  both  belonging  to  Freckleton.  The  third  case 
was  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  belonging  to  Elswick.  Besides  these  there 
were  five  deaths  in  the  Hospital  belonging  to  districts  outside  of 
the  Fylde  Rural  District,  viz.  : — 3 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  admitted, 
1 each  from  Poulton,  St.  Annes  and  Lytham ; 1 case  of  Diphtheria 
from  St.  Annes  and  1 of  Scarlet  Fever  from  the  same  place. 

SECTION  II. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  is  estimated  at  10,625,  an  increase  of  146 
on  last  year’s  figures,  the  addition  being  the  excess  of  births  registered 
in  the  district  over  deaths  during  1904. 

Births. — The  births  registered  in  the  district  amounted  to 
273,  a decrease  of  14  births  as  compared  with  the  previous  year- 
The  birth-rate  corresponded  to  25 ’6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  26*7  last  year  and  28*3  in  1902.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  births  in  the  four  registration  sub- 
districts, and  also  the  sex  distribution  :< —

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Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year  under  review  was  127  ; from  this  must  be  deducted 
five  deaths  occurring  in  the  Moss  Side  Hospital  of  persons  removed 
from  other  districts,  and  five  deaths  must  be  added  which  occurred 
amongst  persons  belonging  to  the  Fylde  District  in  public  institu- 
tions situated  outside  my  area,  viz.,  4 in  the  Fylde  Union  Work- 
house  and  1 in  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Blackpool.  The  nett  deaths 
at  all  ages  actually  belonging  to  the  district  were  therefore  127, 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  11 ’9  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Last

Zymotic  Death-rate. — The  deaths  from  the  seven  princi- 
pal Zymotic  diseases  only  amounted  to  eight,  which  is  equal  to  a 
rate  of  0*75  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  deaths  were  as 
follows  : — Scarlet  Fever,  Membranous  Croup  and  Enteric  Fever  one 
each,  and  Diarrhoea  five.  In  1903,  16  deaths  were  due  to  Zymotic 
diseases,  and  the  rate  equalled  1‘48. 

Phthisis  was  responsible  for  six  deaths  against  nine  last  year 
and  twelve  in  1902.  The  rate  per  1,000  for  the  year  under  report 
was  0*56,  and  for  1903,  0’83. 

Bespiratory  Diseases,  including  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy,  accounted  for  17  deaths,  or  a rate  of  D60  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  In  the  previous  year  20  fatalities  occurred,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  D86. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Twenty-seven  deaths  took  place 
amongst  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and  the  mortality, 
measured  by  the  proi)ortion  of  deaths  to  1,000  births,  was  98,  as 
compared  with  125  in  1903,  and  74  in  1902, 
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The  following  tabular  statement  gives  the  Birth  and  Death- 
rates  for  the  last  three  years,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  although 
the  birth-rate  has  declined  the  Council  may  be  congratulated  on  the 
satisfactory  mortality  statistics  for  the  year  just  ended  : —

SECTION  III. 

GENERAL  WORK. 

I liave  had  occasion  to  advise  the  closure  of  the  following 
Schools — Singleton,  Wrea  Green,  and  Esprick — owing  to  the  prev- 
alence of  infectious  disease  in  these  districts. 

During  the  year  I have  examined  16  samples  of  water  ; 10 
of  them  submitted  by  the  Inspector,  the  remainder  collected  by  my- 
self. Of  the  10  above,  7 were  found  unfit  for  use;  in  one  of  them 
the  well  was  cleaned  out ; two  were  supplied  with  Fylde  Water, 
and  the  others  are  awaiting  the  supply  of  Fylde  Water.  Of  the 
remaining  6 examined,  one  at  White  Carr  Farm  had  the  well 
cleaned  out;  one  at  Freckleton  Marsh  Gate  awaited  Fylde  Water; 
and  the  remainder,  which  are  a fair  sample  of  the  water  in  Wharles 
and  certain  parts  of  Treales,  are  in  same  state  as  before.  I regret 
that  some  arrangement  cannot  be  made  for  the  supply  of  Fylde 
Water  to  these  districts  of  Treales  and  Wharles.  Here  the  inhabit- 
ants have  to  use  for  drinking  purposes  water  which  is  quite  unfit 
for  use,  derived  from,  in  one  case,  a surface  water  drain,  and  in 
others  from  wells  where  the  quality  is  bad  and  the  quantity  insuf- 
ficient, and  situated  a long  distance  from  the  houses.  When  I 
mention  that  a School  with  over  70  pupils  has  absolutely  no  water 
supply,  having  to  depend  for  their  drinking  water  on  a neighbouring 
farm,  and  this  of  indifferent  quality,  it  will  give  you  some  idea  of 
the  state  of  affairs  in  this  neighbourhood.  I think,  considering  the 
amount  of  profit  that  must  be  made  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board  in 
populous  districts  and  towns,  that  it  should  stretch  a point  in  such 
necessitous  case  as  the  above,  and  not  stand  out  so  firmly  for  their 
6 % to  be  paid  forever.  It  seems  incredible  that  such  a condition 
of  affairs  should  prevail  in  this  20th  century. 

I might  mention  in  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  Fylde 
Water  Board  that  the  Board  never  seem  to  attend  to  the  condition 
of  the  roads  or  parts  where  their  mains  have  been  laid,  thus  leaving 
deep  ruts,  doing  damage  to  people’s  conveyances  in  traversing  these 
parts. 
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I am  glad  to  say  that  water  mains  have  been  extended  to 
the  following  places  in  Marton,  viz.: — Division  Lane,  8 houses; 
Sandy  Lane,  9 houses;  School  Lane,  10  houses;  and  Skinners’ 
Lane,  3 houses.  Arrangements  have  been  entered  into  by  which 
Fylde  Water  has  to  be  supplied  to  houses  in  Midgland  Road, 
Marton  ; also,  to  the  village  of  Greenhalgh. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspections  I have  been  compelled  to 
condemn  five  houses,  viz.,  two  cottages  in  Wrea  Green,  two  in 
Freckleton,  and  one  farm  house  in  Marton.  In  other  two  houses 
considerable  improvements  have  been  effected. 

Slaughter-houses  have  been  examined  during  the  year, 
and  in  two  instances  have  had  to  make  complaints,  one  in  Marton 
and  the  other  in  Carleton. 

Bake-houses. — No  complaints. 

FACTORIES’  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

Ten  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  H.M. 
Inspector  has  not  notified  us  of  anything  requiring  to  be  done,  nor 


have  we  had  any  reason  for  complaint.

While  on  this  question  I must  say  that  during  the  year  we 
have  been  successful  in  getting  the  Fylde  Water  Mains  extended  to 
the  following  places  in  Marton  : — Division  Lane  (8  houses),  Sandy 
Lane  (9  houses).  School  Lane  and  Skinners  Lane  (13  houses),  and 
that  arrangements  are  also  complete  for  a supply  to  be  laid  on  to  7 
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houses  from  Welcome  Inn  along  Midgland  Road,  and  also  for  a 
supply  to  the  village  of  Greenhalgh. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  the  following  new  houses  have  been  built 
and  certified  for  habitation,  situate  as  follows  : — Carleton  5,  Wesham 
4,  Hardhorn  6,  Marton  10,  Singleton  2,  making  a total  of  27,  all 
of  which  are  supplied  with  the  Fylde  Water  Board’s  water. 

DAIRIES  AND  COW  SHEDS. 

These  have  been  well  kept  on  the  whole.  One  farmstead 
has  been  condemned  as  totally  unfit  for  use. 

BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. 

During  the  year  167  Inspections  of  New  Buildings  have 
been  made  and  the  following  violations  of  the  Bye-laws  reported  : — 


Building  operations  commenced  without  plans  4 

Building  without  plans  being  approved  1 

Drains  covered  before  inspection 1 

Drains  not  laid  in  accordance  with  Bye-laws  2 

Joists  not  of  a sufficient  strength 4 

Purlins  not  of  a sufficient  strength  4 


The  whole  of  these  violations  were  immediately  remedied 
on  the  same  being  pointed  out  to  the  builder. 

In  conclusion  I must  add  that  many  sanitary  improvements 
on  a small  scale  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners  on 
having  them  suggested  to  them,  thus  saving  time  and  trouble.
